Sost of living index.， Relocation 
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benefits are _ available to tenants 
who have to move due to rent 
increases or rehabilitation work. 

Citizens involvement ip .the 
RAP program is through a Citi- 
zenAdvisory Committee (CAC) of 
owners and tenants in the area， 
The CAC helps resolve any con- 
ficts _ that may arise between 
owners and tenants or  RAP 
employees. 

The City Planning Director 
will hold at least one Public meet- 
ing in the area to discuss the Pro- 
gram with owners and residents.

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TOP CALIFORNIA COURT LIFTs 
1I-HOTEL EVICTION STAY 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 What 
may have been the last legal 
barrier in the way of the forcible 
eviction of the approximately 60 
tenants of the International Hotel 
was removed last week when the 
California Supreme Court lifted a 
stay of eviction , 

In a 4-2 vote, Chief Justice Rose 
Bird and Justice Stanley Mosk dis- 
senting,， the court refused to stay 
the eviction until the 1lst District 
Court of Appeal rules oD the 
legality of a city attempt to buy 
the hotel and sell it to the tenants. 

Three separate lower court de- 
cisions 一 ordering eviction, allow- 
ing demolition，and rejecting the 
Housing Authoritys plan to buy 
the Hotel for the tenants 一 are 
now before' the state Court of 
Appeal. 

APPEALING 

The attorney for the Housing 
Authority, David Spielberg，spec- 
ulated last week that appealing to 
the U.S, Supreme Court would be 
fruitless, since “there is no federal 
question involved.” San Fran- 
cisco sheriff Richardq Hongisto has 
said that he will not ask for an 
extension of the court-ozder and 
has directed Undersheri 竺 James 
Denman to carry out the eviction 
The deadline is this Saturday， 
August 6. 

Denman claims that the court 
stays have hampered his prepara- 
tion for the eviction. Tenants and 
their supporters have vowed to 
form a human chain around the 
hotel and to resist the eviction， 
Emil de Cuzman, representing the 
I-Hotel Tenants Association crit- 
icized Mayor Moscone for refusing 
to sanction the tenants new plan 一 
that the Hoising Authority use 
hotel tax money to buy the low- 
rent hotel and keep it; rather than 
selling 让 back to the tenants. 

The ,four Seas Investment 
Corp.，a Thai-owned firm that 
owns the hotel at 848 Kearny St.， 
has for several years been trying to 
evict the tenants to make way for 
an Unspecified development.

SENATOR HAYAKAWA SEEKS TO 
STOP COVERNMENT'S AID TO ALIENS 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 U.S. Sen- 
ator S.I. Hayakawa (R-Calif.) has 
introduced a.bill attempting to 
stop legal aliens from receiving 
Supplemental Security Income 
and medical support. 

“It appears that a considerable 
number of elderly .immigrants 
who arrived in this country under

Currently the minimum 
wage is $2.30 an hour and does 
not escalate annually.

This is one Problem that city- 
sponsorS Froject S.A.F. 忆 (Safety 
Awareness ”上 or Everyone) is 
attempting to remedy， Officer 
Paul Seidler of the Richm ond Dis- 
triet precinct said that an attemPt 
is being made to establish a Chi- 
nese and Japanese bilingual 
Switchboard in the city，Mean- 
while, the Project can help coor- 
dinate an informal switchboard 
by _ making a bilingual person s 
phone number readily available 
forsuch emergencies. 

ALERT 

Basically，Project 3.A.FE.E. is a 
“neighborhood alert .It involves 
neighbors exchanging phone num- 
hers and looking out for each 
other and each others”houses. 
Regular meetings are held during 
which a _ greater awareness of 
crimes and precautions to take in 
its prevention can be learned from 
5A 开 .andq the Police Depart- 
ment， 

According to Stan Lipkin, Rich- 
mond Coordinator of Project 
SA.F. 下 .，statistics show that the 


inumber of daytime burglaries has 


increased by about 5000 percent 
since 1960，especially during the 
summer months. The number of 
iron gates and barred windows in 
the area has also increased in the 
last few years, And Seidqler noted 
the many incidents of cash bur- 
glaries shortly after Chinese New 
Years. S,.A.EF.E. is aware of such 
statistics. Its aim in working close- 
ly with the police is to band 
citizens and neighbors together to 
Iecognize crime and possibly pre- 
vent 这， 
LAST 。 

The idea began in the 60s in 
Oakland and has been a successful 
method of crime Prevention in 
areas Such as.San Mateo，Contra 
Costa，and Concord. The Rich- 
mond District is among one of the 


last of the 9 police districts in the 
-city to initiate the Project. 


Essentially， someone gets his 
block together for a meeting and a 
leader is selected.，A S.AEF. 下 .7/ 
Police Department representative 
comes to inform the group of the 
program. Engravers are distri- 
buted to the leaders so that license 
numbers can be etched onto val- 
uable possessions (for those who 
do not own a car，an identifica- 
tion number can be obtained from 
the Department of Motor Vehic- 
le)，Window stickers，to act as 
deterrents to potential burglars， 
are also distributed . 

Subsequent meetings involve 
safety tips to prevent burglaries 
and other crimes. Area leader and 
Iepresentatives to a City Council 
are also selected to encompass 
city-wide cooperation . 

COOPERATION 

Cooperation has not been diffi- 
cult to _ achieve。 Mr. .Lippman 
Choy，real estate agent :and a 
block leader in the Richmond said 
that he and his neighbors feel that 
this was a chance for the people to

He declared that the police cannot 
cover everything and civilian 
input is a_ great aidq， Also, it is a 
way to show that the police are 
not the peoples adversary， 人 
similar plan for neighborhood 
businesses will be in operation 
SOon . 

Seidler cited the fact that a good 
number of burglaries do not in- 
volve forced entry. Rather，care- 
lessness is often the reason. For 
example, a waman went down to 
the grocery store for a little while 
and left her door unlocked, Upon 
returning，she found that her 
house had been burglarized. Com- 
mon sense can alleviate such situa- 
tions. Large amounts of cash 
should not be kept in the house， 
Children shouldqd not be asked to 
answer the door，or at least very 
carefully. 

THWART 

Precautions can be taken to 
thwart forced entry attempts too. 
Simple engraving makes insurance 
claims and tracing stolen goods 
easier to obtain. Eor items that are 
too small or .delicate to be 
engraved such as jewelry，china- 
ware, or paintings, the alternative 


'is to take photographs of the items 


as belonging in the house (Such as 
laid out on the dining room table 
or hanging on the wall) and plac- 
ing them in the safe deposit at the 
bank: 

“The greater time 让 takes to 
gain entry, the more effective the 
(neighborhood) alert,”said Seid- 
ler. The best guide toxhow much 
to invest in security measures is 


how much one has to protect in his 


house. 

Deadbolt locks with a one-inch 
drill are recommended over other 
types，such as chain locks，Front 
doors should be solid and maybe a 
peephole should be installed. An 
iron gate is Suggested for those 
front doors that are not visible 
from the street. Double-hung win- 
dows can have holes drilled in the 
framework on the sides from the 
inside and equipped with pins or 
nails so_ that 让 the window is 
unlocked from the outside，entry 
would be difficult， This method 
also eliminates the fire hazard of 
bars，Lower windows however 
can be screened or barred. Other 
security devices include automatic 
light timers for those away on 
vacation .

BAY AREA DANCERS PREPARE 


FOR THE CALA'SUMMER DANCE-

SAN FRANCISCO 一 “When 
Im dancing on that stage, I forget 
everything，even the audqdience. . . 
it's a high'that comes from being 
totally involved in the dance.” 
These feelings of Joyce Umamoto， 
a_ graduate student in dance at 
Mills College, echo those of many 
dancers. 

Then there are thelong hours of 
rehearsal. The aching muscles and 
blistered feet. The low pay. And 
the part-time jobs on the side. 
“You haveto sacrifice alot.” Being 
in the world of dance does not 
come easy, And for some, being an 
Asian American as well does not 
make it easier. 

Joyce has performed with a 
professional ballet company in 
Foster City and is presently 
involved in the Asian American 
Dance Collective (a Bay Area 
community dance program)， 
performing and teaching free 
classes. 


The fieldq of dance is not caught 
_uUP with stereotypes，unlike the 
theater，observed Joyce. One rea- 
son， especially true in .modern 
dance, is that themes and roles are 
more abstract now，unlike tradi- 
tional typecast ones generated by 
Swan Lake, for example. 

Height，according to Joyce，is 
_also not as significant in ballet or 
modern dance as Opposed to，say， 
Broadway mnusicals， 

Rhoda Kong，of Dance Spec- 
trum company，commented that 
many choreographers prefer Asian 
dancers， In fact，many Asian 
American dancers consider 
“standing out”an asset. 

All this may，in part，account 
forthe increasing number of Asian 
Americans entering dance. 

Among the Bay Area Asian 
dancers interviewed， the most 
common concern seemed to be 
that qdqance as an art form or a 
career is not understood and sup- 
ported by many，especially par- 
ents， 

In this aspect，Joyce was lucky， 
Her mother，a concert Pianist， 
enrolled her in a ballet class at the 
age of 7 upon the advice of per 
pediatrician that she needed more 
exercise. However, Joyce feels that 
her mother would have preferred 
her to pursue music and her father 
would not view any of the per- 
forming arts as validq careers， 
Joyce thinks dance should be 
viewed not as something just phy- 
sical or social，but rather， an 
artistic form . 

Reiko Seno，also of the Coll- 
ective and former member of such 
companies as the San Francisco 
Dance Theater，expressed similar 
feelings; she said “the commun- 
ity .does not see the art forms， 


especially dance, as validq profess- 
ions，. .the Japanese consider 
people in dance and theater as in a 
]ower stratum .” 

The dancers all agreed that 
another problem is the Asian 
Americans lack of exposure to 
dance. The three Asian dancers of 
Xoregos Performing Company， 
Elyse Eng， Tami Tanaka， 
Benton Wong, have observed few 
Asians among their audiences. 

This “exposure ”is one of the 
aims of the Asian American Dance 
collective，1loosely made up of 
professional and non-professional 


dancers. Sachiko Nakumura，one' 


of the originators and artistic 
director/choreographer of the 
Collective，states the two basic 
aims as 1) to provide free or low 
cost dance lessons for the com- 
munity，ranging from ballet to 
Afro-jazz or Okinawan， and 
2) to provide work for Asian- 
American dancers/choreograph- 
ersS. 

The Collective performs mostly 
original work by Sachiko at such 
community affairs as the Nihon- 
machi and Hop Jok fairs，and in 
areas Such as San Mateo，Red- 
wood City, and San Bruno. They 
perform free of charge，but are 
sometimes paid.，There is also 
funding through Neighborhood 
Arts and fund-raisers, such as bake 
sales. 

Sachiko sees dance as in the 
same category as Symphony 
orchestra or opera for Asian Amer- 
icans, She would like to make 让 
“accessible to all.”In the words of 
Reiko, the Collective allows Asians 
to“get a taste of dance.”Addi- 
tionally,，Sachiko feels that “by 
promoting dance in the comm- 
unity，they (the dancers) are also 
developing an audience for them- 
selves. 

The Collective's _ future Plans 
include evolving into a perform- 
ing group/ensemble，setting up a 
program in the public school 
system， getting involved in 


children's dance， and establishing 


an ethnic dance workshop. 

Another major goal is to “evolve 
a distinct Asian-American style, 计 
there is one.” 

Reiko sees involvement in the 
theater arts as an Opportunity to 
bring Asian American groups 
closer together，to reach cross- 
culturally. 

But mainly, as stated simply by 
Rhoda，the Asian  _ community 
should be exposed to dance just to 
get “the enjoyment out of 让
